Jndgc Kicks' Decision In Case of 


Late Shore Engineers. 


TOJ.EDO, O., April 8. This morning 
Judge Ricks in the United States Circuit 
Court rendered his decision in the case of 
the Lake Shore 'engineers, who obeying 
the laws of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers refused to handle Ann Ar- 
bor freight as there, was a strike on that 
road. I1 he Court held that Engineer Len- 
nan was guilty "of contempt of the cqurt 
inasmuch as he hod been twice ordered 
to move the-cars by . the officials of the 
company but did not do PO until ordered 
to by the Brotherhood officers after the 
boycott was raised.

He took enough food for a meal for Ihe 
family, laaded in a bag of meal and flour, 
put in some pork,* beef and butter, not for- 
getting a paper of ten, and started out in 
one of the coldest nights for the object of 
his drearrs. When] Jennings cume to the 
door Lombard aske[l him how it was with 
him nnd was told thrt they had eaten 
nothing but potatoes for more than two 
weeks and most of trem were fro/.en. 
Mr. Lombard told him to call up every 
member of the family Iwhile he made a 
flre and put on the kettle. When they 
gathered around the tables one daughter 
f <iin ted away at the first mouthful she put 
in her mouth. When all! had eaten aud 
the bundles had been brought in1 from the 
sleigh, Mr. Lombard told iJennings not to 
get in that shape again while he, Lombard, 
Was in reach. Some of our oldest readers 
will remember that the winter spoken of 
was terribly bard for the poor. In 1H1G 
there was frost In every month of the 
year. Very little rain fell. No corn and 
very few potatoes were raised, no beans 
and very little hay.
